He states that the fever is still 
very prevalent, and that the new ca- 
ses are confined mostly to those who 
have been foolish enough to return. 

Our advice to refugees is to remain 
away until the air has been purified by 
a black frost. We keenly sympathize 
with them in their anxiety and uneasi- 
ness, but at the same time it will be 
better for them to remain away a few 
weeks longer rather than expose them- 
selves to an attack of the disease. From 
present appearances there will be no 
frost in Savannah before the 20th of 
the present month, and to return before 
that time would not only be foolish but 
probably fatal. 


HAMPTONS DAY IN CHARLES TON. 


Ten thousand democrats in line!

The sweet fair faces 
of women and children were in every 
window on the line of march, and from 
every door-step and yerandah fluttered 
numberless flags—the stars and stripes, 
Mr. Blaine—iuscribed with the names 
of Tilden and Hendricks and Hampton. 
Those who could not get 
flags, took . handkercheifs, _ veils 
towels or anything else they could lay 
theirhands on. The ladies of the city 
art thoroughly enlisted in this fight, and 
they intend to work on until the polls 
close. Many a colored voter will thus 
be won to Hampton, and this will alone 
turn the scale. 


The presence ot large numbers of 
colored men in the procession was an 
interesting and significant fact. Of the 
2,000 mounted men, one-fourth were 
colored,and all along the long line were 
organized bodies of colored democrats 
Their presence at one time drew from 
a crowd of black bullies a shower of 
brickbats, but no one was hurt, and 
perfect order was preserved during the 
entire day.
